IRISH DISTRESS. 


Scenes of Pennry which Move Men to 


Teut. 


Jamtt Redpath ixUtcNcw Fork Tribune. 
Leaving Ardarra, we rode over a 


rough mountain ro«d and crossed two 
streams for about a mile, ud then we 
reached the hamlet of Shaheeo. This 
ia the property of Colonel Logan. 
He 


OWES the whole townland. There are 
thirty-nine houses on it, scattered on 
either side of the borheen. Sure, yon 
know what borheen means? It is a 
wretched mountain pass—not made b; 
anrvevora, but by constant travel. 
It 


is filled with cobblestones and fall of 
gullies. The villagers were anxious 
that we should viiit every cabin. I en- 
tered one, and wanted to stop. Bat I 
was induced to visit six of them, and 
then I refused to see any more. The 
appalling wretchedness, the filthy cab- 
ins, the haggard mothers, the blue-leg- 
ged and ragged children, the gaunt and 
care-worn men, the gray-headed, wrink- 
led* women, who look more like the 
witches of "Macbeth" on a stage than 
the grandmothers of comely girls in 
Mayo—I grew sick and faint at these 
sad sights everywhere, and I mounted 
my bores and left them behind me as 
fast as I could gallop. 


Outside the cabins showed how des 


perate was the poverty of these people 
The thatch was old and mouldy heather 
—not straw—and overgrown with grass. 
The walls were striped with a greenish 
oozing. Some of the cabins had no 
chimneys and no windows. Light en 
teied duly by the open door, and the 
smoke wen bout of a hole in the roof. 
The rental of this village in 1845 was 
£45, now it is £179 17s 5d

eminent valuation is £77. 


Colonel Logan never saw in India or 


Africa—where British 
armies have 


fought so gallantly to "extend civiliza- 
tion"—hovels more wretched, people 
more destitute than he can find in his 
own village ot Shaheen. It is said that 
he has never seen it. I invite him, ia 
the presence of two nations, to enter 
with me one of these cabina on his es 
tate 
It is the cabin of the Widow 


Kane 
It was the last hovel we entered. 


Tbe cabin was small, and cold and low. 
The walls oozed a foul dampness ; the 
floor was wet and slippery , the cattle- 
pen in the kitchen was empty, the 
children, ten in number, were pinched 
and ragged and half naked. There was 
not a mouthful in the wretched cabin to 
eat save what the hand of foreign char- 
ity has sent there. Where would this 
family have been il they had depended 
on their natural protectors—the land 
lord and the government ? Dead from 
hunger, or begging OB the streets I No 
government officer hae visited them— 
no agent of the landlord has called on 
them. 
The eldest girl and eldest boy 


of this poor woman are at service, and 
they give every penny that they can 
earn to their mother. 


We enter the inner room, It was 


dark and wet and chilly. Here I saw 
steeped oatmeal, I tried it, it was abso- 
lutely rotten. I turned aick when I 
tasted it. It had been made of the 
worst material. 
And yet the children 


drank it to make the Indian meal por- 
ridge more palatable. I am not more 
easily moved, I hope, than moat Amer- 
icans in the presence of human misery, 
but I could not choke back my tears at, 
the sight ot this distrass. I gave the 
poor mother what I coald spare, and 
rode off with tears running down my 
cheeks.

SAN FRAHCISCO, April 23.—Just be 


ore eight o'clock this evening, Chas. 
)e Young entered the business office of 
the Chronicle on the ground floor, cor- 
ner of Kearney and Bush streets, and 
itood talking with some gentlemen lean- 
ng against the counter. 
Directly the 


ioor opened and I. M. Kalloeh entered, 
and drawing a pistol without, as far as 
can be learned, speaking t word, began 
iring at DeYoung. The latter ran 
ihrongh the gate of the counter to the 
desk on the side, Kalloeh firing at him 
as he ran. On reaching the desk, De- 
Young turned to face his opponent with 
a pistol in his hand, when Kalloeh, 
eaningover the counter, fired again, 
:he ball striking DeYoung in the mouth 
Kalloch then started for the door, and 
DeYoung raised his pistol as if to fire 
}ut apparently his-strength failed him 
Tor the pistol was not discharged, and 
sinking backward he fell on the floor. 
Bystanders ran to hia assistance, but 
the ball had evidently pierced the base 
of the brain, and in a lew moments he 
expired. As Kalloeh ran out of the 
door he was seized by citizens, and ai 
the same moment officers came up and 
took him into custody and conducted 
him to the city prison, where he was 
locked up. 
The Dews flew through I he 


city like the wind, and in a few mo- 
Bents the street in the vicinity ol the 
Chronicle office was crowded with peo- 
ple, eager to learn the particulars. 
Po- 


licemen were at once stationed at the 
door to keep out the inquisitive crowd, 
and only a few personal friends and re- 
porters admitted. 
In the rear office, 


M. H. DeYoung, a brother of the de- 
ceased, reclined on a lounge, surround- 
ed by friends, evidently overcome by 
the tragedy, but with dry eyes and 
calm. He was not present at the time 
of the shooting, having left home after 
dinner, a few moments after Charles. 
The deceased lay on his back on the 
floor, his face and breast dabbled in 
blood, his eyes closed and his face bear- 
ing that calm expression noticeable in 
the case of those dying from gun shot 
wounds. 


Only one wound was fomid on the 


person, although at least four shots 
were fired by Kalloeh, two having 
pierced the glass door and partition of 
the office, and the third lodged in the 
window easing. 


Young Kalloeh, on being arrested, 


was, as the arresting officer remarked, 
the coolest man he ever saw. 
Ho still 


carried the smoking pistol in hia hand, 
which he surrendered to that officer. 
On hia way to the station house he ob- 
served a strict reticence, and on being 
shown to his cell positively refused to 
have any intercourse whatever with the 
representatives of the press. 


In the absence of any explanation 


from the assassin the cause is generally 
understood to be attributable to the 
pamphlet which has recently been cir 
culated about the city, attacking Mayor 
Kalloeh, father of DcYoung's slayer. 
During his recent visit east it is be- 
lieved the deceased devoted a great deal 
of attention to the gathering up of 
matters regarding the past life of Mayor 
Kalloeh, for the presumed purpose of 
either using it at the expected trial of 
the deceased on the charge of shooting 
Kalloeh last August, or making it sub- 
serve journalistic purposes. 
The pam- 


phlet referred to was a document of 
some sixty pages, and recounted the de- 
tails of the Kalloeh scandal in Boston 
and other matter of a scandalous na- 
ture. The pamphlet was anonymous, 
but young Kalloeh evidently considered 
that the deceased was responsible for 
its publication and acted accordingly. 


N«w YORK, April 24.—An alleged 


San Francisco special says that the 
killing of DeYonng caused a rarely 
eqoalled sensation. 
Young Kalloch 


had been on a debauch several days, and 
frequently threatened to fix DeYoung, 
but no attention was paid to the sup- 
posed vaporings of the drunken man, as 
he has frequently boasted in a similar 
way ever since his father was shot, last 
August, and neither DeYonng nor his 
friends were alarmed. The immediate 
cause is believed to bo the recent ap- 
pearance in San Francisco of a pam- 
phlet, pnrportiDg to be a full report 
of the trial ol Kalloch for adultery, and 
containing portraits of Kalloch and his 
•victims. It is stated that DeYoung 
issued it, M he has been hunting up 
facts ia Kalloeh'* career in the east, 
latery. DeYoung has been growing 
more and more aggressive and vicious 
in his attacks on Kalloch, and Kalloch's 
friends became correspondingly exas- 
perated and egged on the young man. 
The workingmen openly express their 
satisfaction. 


Mrs. DeYoung, the old mother, is 


prostrated. The other DeYonngs are 
likely to spill more blood. The feeling 
is strong against Kalloch and his party, 
and the mayor's life is not considered 
safe. 
Kalloeh is guarded in prison. 


Jfiw tie coronet's wagon, bearing 


Uw body of DeToong, turned from 
K*uo*y into Market street, the crowd 
•ait a tort of ra*h that had the ap- 
pearance of being directed to the wagon. 


[t might have been the mere natural 
swerve of the concourse following the 
wagon on meeting the crowd gathered 
on Market street, bnt the poliee, view- 
ing it as an attempt of Tiolcncc, ased 
their clubs freely, beating back the 
crowd and inflicting aeveie punishment 
on some of the most foremost. Aside 
from this incident there has been no 
sign of violence and no reason for the 
services of the police, except in keeping 
back the press. 
Large throngs still 


linger around the (Jironidi office, and 
at the main and branch office of the 
Call and at the morgne. quietly dis- 
cussing the affair, and waiting with the 
usual morbid interest to hear any fur- 
ther particulars obtainable. 


Further inquiry shows tbat young 


Kalloch fired five shots at DeYoung, 
of which only one, the fourth, took 
effect. 
Otherwise, the original report 


of the affair seems to be substantially 
coriect. It is evident that the deed 
was deliberate. 
Officer Noyes states 


that a few minutes after DeYonng en- 
tered the office he saw Kalloch walking 
along Kearney street and peer into the 
window of the Chronicle counting-room. 
He was evidently on the watch, await- 
ing the arrival of his victim. About a 
quarter past nine the coroner's assist- 
ants took the body from where it was 
lying on the floor, awaiting his examina- 
tion and removed it to the morgue. 
The crowdin the meantime had increased 
to about a thousand, blocking up both 
Kearney and Bush streets. It was 
composed of all classes, evidently in- 
cluding a great many of sand lot pro- 
clivities, and as the body was brought 
out cheers, howls and ejaculations of 
exultation and derision arose. 
The 


coroner's wagon escorted by a squad of 
police drove at once to the morgue, fol- 
lowed by the hooting, howling, whistling 
and yelling mob. 
The demonstration 


was confined merely to words, no action 
of a violent nature occurring, Oa ar- 
riving at the morgue the crowd gath- 
ered there for a while, continuing its 
demonstration, but soon dispersed and 
the officers retired. The conduct of the 
mob called forth many expressions cl 
indignation and disgust from the more 
respectable bystanders, but there was 
nothing whatever done tending towards 
any breach of the peace. 
A great con 


course still lingered in the vicinity ol 
the Chronicle office discussing the affair 
but an alarm of fire caused the crowc 
to disperse. 


The coroner's autopsy on the body o! 


Chas. DeYoung shows that the fata 
shot struck deceased in the right side 
at the jaw and did not penetrate the 
brain, but ranged downward and became 
embedded in the interior of the jugular 
vein. 
Another shot had penetrated the 


outer and inner coat, bub had no 
reached the body. The funeral has 
been fixed for to-morrow at 1 p. m. 
from the late residence of deceased.

Deeds of Trust 


We find the following in regard to 


deeds of trust in an exchange, and as 
it may be of interest to some of our 
readers, give it for what it is worth: 


Deeds of trust providing for the sale 


of lands, lots, houses or farms in Illi- 
nois by trustee therein named, on non- 
payment of a debt secured by such deed, 
are no longer of legal effect in this state, 
unless made before July 1, 1879. Since 
then the giving of such power of sale 
by mortgage or trust deed is forbidden 
by law, and cannot be exercised with 
binding effect 
The creditor in all such 


cases is bound to establish in court, by 
proof, how much is due him. Upon 
such proof being made the court will 
then order the property pledged sold, to 
suit. After sale the debtor has a year 
to redeem from sale by paying eighl 
per cent, interest with the principa" 
sum, for which the property was struck 
off at such sale.

LUCKY DECATUB. 


This spring Decatar hts had several 


narrow escapes from destruction to life 
and property by violent storms which 
have prevailed with unusual frequency 
and force. It is fortunate that our natural 
surroundings are so favorable in warding 
off the course of cyclones, or perhaps we 
would not have fared so well M we have 
so far. 
The bluffs and plains to the 


south, west, northwest and east, ttudded 
as they are with heavy timber, are oar 
safeguards, and the timber should be left 
standing as a means of self -protection. 


TEE STORK. 


Saturday night between eight and eleven 


o'clock, one of the most terrific rain, wind 
and thunder storms we have yet experi- 
enced visited this locality. Heavy, low- 
ering, threatening clouds, streaked with 
forked lightning, hong to the south, west 
and northwest of the city, and the atmos- 
phere early in the evening was hot and 
sultry, great drops of perspiration falling 
from the faces of those engaging in exer- 
cise in doors. Boon after eight o'clock 
the storm burst upon us in all its fury, 
rain fell in sheets, and the streets at 
times lit up by vivid flashes of lightning, 
were light as day, while crash after crash 
of thunder followed in quick succession, 
frightening timid people, while the stout- 
hearted started as never before. About 
11 o'clock the fury of the storm had spent 
itself, and those who had remained awake 
sought their beds and peaceful repose, 
thankful th&t the great Ruler of storms 
had permitted the cyclone to pass over us 
without the loss of a life or damage to 
properly. 


WHERE IT OIUSINATBD. 


Advices received at this office last eve- 


ning state that the storm originated in 
Scott county.on the Illinois river.south and 
west of Decatur, at 5:30 o'clock Saturday 
evening, crossed the Chicago & Alton 
railroad at 6:30, SKA reached Taylorville 
at 7 o'clock. It then turned to a north- 
easterly direction and went a little south 
of Springfield, and was in Ohio at ten 
o'clock Sunday forenoon. The center of 
the cyclone passed directly over Spring- 
field and Decatur, the center being the 
softest and tamest part of it. In form it 
was like a wagon wheel, the outer rim 
which struck the country near Taylorville 
being the most destructive and violent, 
laying waste everything it touched. 


NEAR NI ANTIC. 


While the storm was raging furiously 


Saturday night, the dwelling and house 
of Mr. Robert Moore, three miles north of 
Niantic, were struck by lightning and 
considerably damaged. 
The house our 


informant, A. W. Wells, states was torn 
up, and though there were eight persons 
sleeping in the apartments at the time, 
not 'one was i injured. One end was torn 
out, 
and the sheeting and shingles were 


lifted off as if torn up with a crowbar. 
The plastering fell from the ceiling on the 
second floor and completely covered the 
bed in whUh Robert Moore, jr., and his 
cousin, Hugh Moore, were sleeping. The 
former, after the crash, found himself 
awake and sitting on the edge of the bed, 
though what startled him he couldn't tell 
until he saw the damage done. Hugh 
was not disturbed in the least, and had to 
be waked up. A mare in the barn was 
killed, and her colt -escaped injury. The 
house Wfig insured for $800 in the "Phoe 
nix" company, for which a gentleman at 
Taylorville is the agent. 


NEAR TATLOBVILLK. 


Reliable information from Taylorville, 


received last evening, was to the effect 
that the cyclone struck the Langley neigh- 
borhood, near Sharpsburg, on the Pana 
and Springfield branch of the Ohio and 
Mississippi road, about 4 miles west and 
north of Taylorville, at 7 o'clock Saturday 
evening, and did great destruction to life 
and property. News of the havoc reached 
Taylorville soon after, when about 800 
citizens and eight physicians [from that 
town immediately started for the scene of 
death and devastation to care for the dead 
and give aid to the injured. Mrs. Thomas 
J. Langley was killed outright; the skull 
of John Gessner was fractured, and he 
will die; the dwelling of Alonzo Cutler 
was blown to atoms, and two of his chil- 
dren were killed. 
Among the injured 


were: Thomas J. Langley and his two 
eons, T. W. Brectz, Mr. and Mrs. Elliott 
and ;two children, little daughter of Ed. 
Leigh, and Mr. and Mrs. Watts were 
blown a quarter of a mile, locked in each 
other's arms, and were found insensible, 
cut and bruised. Many farmhouses were 
badly damaged, and hundreds of cattle, 
horses and hogs were killed and maimed 


LATER. 


Specials to the Globe- Democrat state 


that the storm approached the country 
near Taylorville from the southwest and 
bore to the northeast, verging from rifht 
to left, as its insane fury seemed to dic- 
tate. It is described ae being a dark, 
funnel-shaped cloud, point downward, 
and came on with a roar like a mighty 
cataract, with sparks of electric fire shoot 
ing in all directions. It was of only a few 
moments duration, and was followed by a 
dead calm . Its course is marked through 
a space of thirty rods wide and ten miles 
long, and the destruction of life and 
property is terrible. Besides those abort 
named as injured, are John Henry, Harry 
Langley, Mrs. Hoefner aod two children, 
Lizzie Leigh, Thomas Hill, and ; 
others. The correspondent states that 
the destruction of property is far in ex 
cess of any storm that has ever visited 
this section. Fifteen or twenty dwelling 
houses, barns, and other farm houses are 
leveled to the ground, and debris was 
carried mites from -where It was picked 


op by the wind. The Willow Ford bridge, 
across Booth Fork, is literally torn to 
atoms, and some of the heavy timbers 
i&ve been found a mile away. Live stock 
of every description can be found in all 
irectlons. One pitiful sight seen by your 
correspondent was a rail driven about 4 
eet into Hie ground with a 300-pound hog 
ticking on the top end.1, The damage 
lone to houses, barns, fences, wheat 
lelds, timber and stock, will reach f 00,- 
00. 
Some of the fairest portions of 


'arming land in the country are laid in 
isolation and ruin, and many families 
are left destitute of clothing, homes, and 
ood. Great trees are torn up by the 
roots and carried rods away. Horses, 
cattle, sheep and hogs are lying around, 
some of them being thrown against the 
[round so violently as to almost bury 
hem. One horse was found standing on 
ts head in a barn; others are run through 
with rails; all varieties of poultry are 
rOtally stripped of their feathers, the 
whole making a most pitiful and distress- 
ng sight Miles of fencing are thrown 
down and carried away. 
Many people 


escaped almost 
miraculously. 
Some 


sought refuge in caves and cellars, and 
escaped without injury. 
One family 


sought refuge in a log barn, which was 
entirely destroyed, but not one WAS injur- 
ed. Some of the houses are so complete- 
y destroyed as to make it impossible to 
tell where they once stood. 


Much damage to property is reported 


near Clarksdale, Edinburg, Sheffield, 
Jerseyville, Carrollton, Carlinville, Nil- 
wood, Virginia, and 
throughout the 


northwest. 


At Taylorville the people are organ!?, 


ng for the relief of the sufferers,' and 
save raised a considerable amount of 
cash. 


Tk« OU RMrr. 


On Sunday night, about one mile west 


if Niantic, an old English shoemaker 
named Isaac Ainsworth, who had been in 
the employ of John Henneberry at Nian- 
ic for a number of years, was run over 
>y a west-bound freight train on the Wa- 
lash, St. Louisl& Pacific ^railway, hom- 
ily mangled and killed. Ainsworth had 
been to Illiopolis and was doubtless on 
his way home when he became tired, sat 
down on the track and fell asleep. A bot- 
le of whisky was found in one of his 
pockets which told the story, convincing 
Evidence that the unfortunate man had 
been drinking. The body was brought 
to Niantic and this forenoon an inquest 
was held, the jury bringing in a verdict 
of accidental death. Justice Kizer con- 
ducted the inquest.
